Ford to bare energy plan 


W ASHINGTON (A P ) - President 
Ford tells a 
nationwide 
broadcast 
audience tonight about the next step in 
his energy program, with strong in­ 
dications that it will include a second $1 
tariff on each barrel of imported oil. 
All major television and radio net­ 
works said they planned to broadcast 
Ford’s statement live from his Oval 
Office at 8:30 p.m. ED T . A White House 
announcement 
said 
the 
President 
would disclose “ his decisions on the 
energy program in the absence of any 
congressional 
action.” The talk is 
expected to last about IO minutes. 
As key elements in his energy- 
conservation program, Ford proposed 
a $3-a-barrel tariff in three monthly 
steps and a gradual end to price con­ 
trols on crude oil products. 
The administration has said 
the 
program is designed to encourage fuel 
conservation 
and 
domestic 
oil 
production so the United States can 
sharply reduce its heavy dependence 
on foreign petroleum by the 1980s. 
Officials estimate that each $l-per- 
barrel tax boost adds I to lVfe cents to 
the retail price of gasoline. 
Ford imposed the first $1 of the tariff 
Feb. I but set aside plans to add ad­ 
ditional dollars on March I and April I 
after Congress began working on its 
own energy tax package. 
The congressional effort has been 
stalled, however, and Ford took note of 
that

correspondents last Friday that he was 
weighing whether to impose the second 
dollar tariff.

The House Ways and Means Com­

Under the Ways and Means bill, 
energy conservation would be sought 
prim arily through a boost in the federal 
gasoline tax. That levy, now 4 cents a 
gallon, would rise by three cents in the 
next year and as much as 23 cents by 
the end of the 1970s.

Plaintiffs and defense sketched what 
they would seek to prove during the 
trial that is expected to last five to six 
weeks. 
The panel includes three housewives, 
four factory workers, an engineer, a 
shipping clerk, a bank teller, an ac­ 
countant and a retired liquor salesman. 
Mrs. 
Edith 
Jakaitis, 
a 
Euclid 
housewife, is a former factory worker. 
Her only previous legal experience, she 
told the court, was with a contested will 
that never went to trial. She also said 
she had no preconceived ideas about 
the shootings. 
Mrs. Cecelia Klancar of Euclid, wife 
of a retired baker, said she has three 


children; two boys and a girl ranging in 
age from 19 to 29. Two of the children 
have been college students. 
Mrs. Martha Dotterer of rural Ritt­ 
man, 
wife 
of 
a 
farmer, 
Henry, 
remained on the panel despite replying, 
“ Possibly not,” when U.S. District 
Court Judge Don Young asked whether 
she could set aside her opinions about 
the case. She also survived plaintiffs’ 
request she be excused because of a 
religious belief that she could not sue 
for damages if injured.

Eve! 
Knievel hurt in crash; 
says he won't jump again

LONDON (A P ) — Evel Knievel said 
he would never jump again after suf­ 
fering painful injuries in a motorcycle 
leap over 13 single-deck London buses 
that he thought failed to set a distance 
record. 
But promoters of the stunt and most 
of the newsmen who watched the 35- 
year-old American daredevil hit the 
dust at IOO miles an hour Monday night 
accepted the claim of his aides that he 
had set a new flying motorcycle mark 
of 140 feet. 
“ In two or three days, Eve l may well 
reconsider the decision not to ride 
again,” said his publicity man. “ He is 
in considerable pain and the last thing 
in the world he wants to be thinking 
about at this stage is riding a bike.” 
A few persons said they thought 
Knievel’s 
750cc 
Harley 
Davidson 
touched the roof of the 13th bus and that 
caused him 
to 
fall 
before 
70,000 
screaming 
spectators 
in 
London’s 
Wembley Stadium. But most of the 
experts agreed he cleared the buses 
and crashed on landing. 
The publicity man, Brian Cartnell, 
said the motorcycle split a plywood 


plank when it came down, throwing 
Evel and the bike into the air. The mo­ 
torcycle landed on top of him. 
He limped to a microphone, his 
costume 
in 
tatters 
and 
his 
face 
blackened, and told the crowd: 
“ Ladies 
and 
gentlemen 
of 
this 
wonderful country, I have got to tell 
you that you are the last people to see 
me jump. I shall never jump again and 
that is the truth. I am through.” 
Then he was rushed to the London 
Hospital. 
Cartnell 
said 
he had a 
crushed vertebra in the middle of his 
back, a fracture of the right hand, other 
spinal damage and severe bruises. 
The 140-foot jump bettered Knievel’s 
previous m ark of 104 feet, set in 
Toronto, and was the second longest he 
had ever attempted. The longest was 
his unsuccessful attempt to rocket over 
the Snake River Canyon in Idaho last 
September. Before that, he had tried to 
hurtle himself over cars, trucks and 
other objects more than 300 times. He 
failed in l l attempts and broke 50 
bones. 
The accident forced Knievel to cancel 
the rest of a British tour.

Mrs. Patricia Meyer of 
Parm a Heights listed her occupation as 
head teller at a branch of the Ohio 
Savings Bank. 


Also seated was a highly articulate 
retired liquor-sales supervisor from 
Shaker Heights, Albert Hunt Sr. 


Rounding out the 12 is Mrs. Ellen 
Gaskalla of Lorain, staff accountant for 
a business there. She said she and her 
husband, Larry, have no children. 


The jury was empaneled Thursday, 
and Young adjourned the session in the 
middle of the afternooon, saying there 
was not enough time to complete 
opening statements and that he did not 
want jurors to leave with only half the 
picture of what the two sides hoped to 
prove.

U.S. officials acknowledged that the 
proposal outlined by Kissinger to the 
18-nation 
International 
Energy 
Association represented a shift in 
American policy and could ultimately 
lead to controls against “excessive 
price volatility.” 
But they denied that the Ford ad­ 
ministration has decided to participate 
in price-fixing 
schemes or 
would 
support the “indexing” proposal by 
Shah Mohammed Reza Pahlevi to tie 
the price of crude oil to major in­ 
dustrial products bought by the oil 
countries. 
Kissinger told newsmen he believes 
the preparatory energy meeting can be 
resumed within a month. However, 
French officials said it might be 
several months before another meeting 


could be set up. The first preparatory 
meeting collapsed in March when the 
United States and other industrial 
nations rejected demands by Algeria 
and other underdeveloped nations that 
the future oil conference be broadened 
to include all raw m aterials.

Speechmaking business 


A new law which took effect last 
January I limits members of 
Congress to $15,000 a year in 
speaking and writing fees and puts a 
$1,000 ceiling on any honorarium. 
The figures on such earnings by 
lawmakers last year show that there 
is good reason for such limitations. 


Reports required of senators and 
representatives disclose that many 
of them were handsomely rewarded 
for their extracurricular speech* 
making. In some cases they 
received 
more 
than 
their 
congressional salaries. 
Talks by lawmakers to audiences 
in various parts of the country are 


not entirely a bad thing. A good 
argument can be made for en­ 
couraging such appearances as part 
of the process of educating the 
public as to issues of the day. 
When substantial rewards are 
involved, however, questions arise. 
Ibis is particularly so when fat 
honorariums are paid by groups 
representing interests in which the 
speaker has special influence. When 
a member of a banking committee, 
for example, is paid a couple of 
thousand dollars to address an 
audience of bankers, there is the 
possibility of a conflict of interest. 
The practice of frequent speech- 
making in places distant from 


Washington 
prompts 
other 
misgivings. One may ask whether a 
senator or representative who 
makes large sums for public ap­ 
pearances may not be neglecting the 
interests of those who elected him to 
office. The answer to that is pretty 
clearly yes if important votes on 
legislation are missed for this 
reason, as has often happened. 


It is gratifying, then, that the new 
law restricts both the number of 
well-paid speeches a lawmaker may 
make, and the sum he can receive 
for any given appearance. This is a 
more healthful situation than we 
have had in the past.

declined. But nonetheless, I have 
reluctantly attempted to formulate a 
simple answer. 
As a historian, the first thing 
necessary was to endeavor to escape 
from the world of 1975 and return to the 
early 1960s. Anybody today can tell you 
Vietnam was a disaster, but that comes 
from reading the last chapter of the 
mystery first. If one spent a lot of time 
in Washington in, say, 1963-4, there 
allegedly was a powerful light at the 
end 
of 
the 
Vietnamese 
tunnel 
(assuming anyone in power thought 
there was a tunnel). After the initial 
failure at the Bay of Pigs, President 
Kennedy had gone on to force Moscow 
to drop its ultimatum over Berlin and 
to back down in the October, 1962 
missile crisis. Everything seemed to be 
coming up roses. Even the endless 
Laotian mess appeared to have been 
cleaned up at Geneva. 
Vietnam was then a very small cloud 
on the horizon and the “best and the 
brightest” were working out the 
solution to that one: the theology of the 
year was “counter-insurgency.” In 
short, there was the intoxication of 
success—which should not be con­ 
fused with former Senator Fulbright’s 
“arrogance of power,” because it was 
wholly non-malignant. If it contributed 
to our involvement in Southeast Asia, it 
also paved the way for the Test Ban 
Treaty. Essentially it was benignly 
innocent. It also made me very nervous 
— I am the kind of character who, 
shooting craps during the war and 
hitting a run of luck, always pulled out 
his original investment after the third 
pass, anticipating “snake eyes” on the 
next throw. 


In other words, I am a bit of a 
superstitious peasant, and nothing 
upset me more in the fall of 1963 than 
the 
persistent 
rumor 
around 
Washington that we should, as it were, 
change models in Saigon — replace 
President 
Ngo 
Dinh 
Diem 
with 
someone who could fight an efficient 
war against the Communists. To show 
how far this notion travelled, a 
resolution to that effect was introduced 
at the National Board meeting of 
Americans for Democratic Action on 
Oct. 15,1963. It was defeated, after long 
debate, and replaced by a resolution 
calling for the withdrawal of aid from 
the Diem government unless it stopped 
its political and religious persecution. 
(Today this would be known as 
“destabilizing” the Diem regime.) 


Curiously in the light of events since, 
one of the main charges against Diem 
(which 
has received 
considerable 
corroboration) 
was 
that 
he was 
privately making a deal with Ho Chi 
Minh which would take South Vietnam 
out of the “Free World.” He was not 
our puppet. Also curious, in the same 
sense, was that the most vociferous 
advocate of dumping Diem was the 
New York Times’ David Halberstam, 
who considered the President a liability 
in the struggle to maintain our vital 
interest in Southeast Asia! My view 
was that we should let Diem handle his 
own problems in his own way — without 
us. I considered Vietnam to be about as 
vital to our strategic interests as 
Bhutan, and a terrible place to fight a 
war. You can be a cold warrior without 
being a nut. 


Then the event occurred which led to 
my reputation for “hawkishness” : the 
C.I.A. on Oct. 31, 1963 engineered the 
coup which led ta Diem’s murder. In 
fairness he was not supposed to be 
killed — in his last message to Diem, 
Ambassador Lodge offered him asylum 
in the embassy, but the ascetic old 
Mandarin scornfully rejected it. Tile 
American instigation of the Diem coup, 
which was closely documented by Bob 
Shaplen in the “New Yorker” in early 
1974, created (at least for me) an en­ 
tirely new situation. We eliminated the 
one towering non-Communist Viet­ 
namese nationalist, and by so doing, in 
my somber judgment, nailed the 
American flag to the mast in Saigon. 


At that point the South Vietnamese 
became our political 
wards and 
Vietnam became a “test” of our 
willingness to fulfill this commitment, 
of our national honor. Intoxiated by 
success, President Kennedy and his top 
advisors failed to see the fork in the 
road.

Ohio Perspective 


Regents chief 
seeks enrollees 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - The new 
chairman of the Ohio Board of Regents, 
controversial coordinator of the state’s 
institutions of higher education, wants 
nearly to double the number of 
Buckeye youth who go to college. 
“Only one-third of high school 
graduates in 
Ohio attend higher 
educational institutions,” said Marvin 
Warner of Cincinnati, elected in April 
to the chairmanship. 
“That means two-thirds are missing 
the 
opportunity 
to 
acquire 
the 
knowledge and skills higher education 
offers. 
“That’s a real brain-drain and I want 
to do something about it. I want every 
family in this state to know about the 
great system we have.” 
While serving as chairman through 
September, Warner hopes to focus on 
increasing public knowledge of and 
access to Ohio’s higher education, es­ 
pecially in its general and technical 
colleges. 
“It is not necessary to have a liberal 
arts degree for success,” he said. “We 
have a great number of technical 
schools. 
“There still should be pride in being 
able to use your hands as well as your 
brain, and in being able to use them 
together. I want to emphasize the dig­ 


nity and respectability of a technical 
education.” 
Warner stressed the importance of 
private colleges in Ohio’s higher 
education system. “One of the great 
heritages of Ohio rests with the many 
fine private colleges in this state,” he 
said. “But, with the inflationary costs 
we’ll be losing some of these schools 
unless there is help for them.” 
One way the state can help, Warner 
said, is to contract for educational 
services from the private schools. He 
cited the arrangement developed this 
year between Wilmington College and 
Ohio’s new Southern State General and 
Technical College. 
But, for all his eagerness, Warner 
said he wanted the regents to maintain 
a low profile. 
“We have no desire to usurp the 
authority of the board of trustees of any 
university,” 
the 
Cincinnati 
businessman said. “We simply want to 
perform those services that only a 
comprehensive unit can offer.” 
Gov. James A. Rhodes has said he 
thought#* board of regents should be 
abolished. He said he thought the board 
had gone far beyond its mission. 
The board was established to coor­ 
dinate the advance planning of state 
higher education institutions.

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WASHINGTON 
REPORT 
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One of the few sensible actions in the 
recent history of American foreign 
policy has been the diplomatic and 
economic isolation of Communist Cuba. 
However, pressure is being exerted 
once again to undo even that good deed, 
by listing the 11-year-old trade em­ 
bargo and sanctions against the island. 


FIRST, Senator George McGovern 
rushed down to Cuba, embraced Fidel 
Castro, and returned with the good 
news that all was well there. 
The Organization of American States 
then convened in Washington to air the 
subject of Cuba once again. As a 
present for our Latin guests, Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger stated that “a 
general understanding” had 
been 
reached on how to end the sanctions 
against Cuba. 
Although the embargo is now im­ 
posed by all but nine of the 23 O.A.S. 
states, 
only 
the 
organization’s 
requirement of a two-thirds vote on the 
matter prevented withdrawing all 
sanctions against Cuba last year. 
Efforts are now underway to change 
the rules and allow the question to be 
decided by a simple majority vote. 
These developments have given new 
hope to Senator Edward Kennedy, 
Castro’s 
leading 
Congressional 
apologist. Kennedy has introduced 
legislation soon to be considered by the 
Senate, to repeal the 1962 joint 
resolution imposing American sanc­ 
tions against Cuba. 
It would repeal a section of the 
Foreign Assistance Act of 1961, which 
prohibits aid to Cuba and any country 
which furnishes aid to Cuba unless the 
President determines such aid to be in 
the national interest. 
The move to welcome Castro and his 
repressive regime back into the 
hemispheric family of nations is a one­ 
sided affair. Castro has not changed, 
and he is offering nothing of any con­ 
sequence in return for the olive branch 
being extended him by some in 
Congress. 
Cuba today is an affront to basic 
human rights and individual freedom. 
Castro has imprisoned thousands of 
Cubans, and executed thousands more. 


Rep. Wylie has Friday surgery

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - U.S. Rep. 
Chalmers Wylie, R-Ohio, remained 
hospitalized Monday after undergoing 
surgery for an undisclosed ailment 
Friday at Riverside Hospital, his wife 
said. 


He has confiscated American property 
and the property of those Cubans who 
fled the country. He and the civil 
libertarians in this country make 
strange bedfellows indeed. 
More 
threatening 
than 
Castro 
himself is the company he keeps. The 
Soviet Union enjoys a made-to-order 
base of operations only 90 miles from 
our shores. While we have contained 
Cuba through the embargo, we have to 
a certain degree contained Soviet in­ 
fluence in this hemisphere as well. 
Both Cuba and the Russians would 
like to see an end to the isolation. 
Castro’s track record indicates that 
once out frojn under the embargo, he 
would export subversion and aid to 
terrorists already at work in Argentina 
and elsewhere. 
At the same time, he would be 
eligible for American foreign aid, and 
given our State Department’s deter­ 
mination to “buy” friends abroad and 
the generosity of Congress, Cuba would 
soon be getting American tax dollars. 
For the Soviets, Castro’s friendship is 
too expensive. They would like to share 
the costs. It costs them from $1.5 
million to $2 million per day in foreign I 
economic aid to Cuba. In addition, they 
have given the Cuban Armed Forces 
nearly $3 billion in military equipment. 


AMENDMENTS to be offered to 
Kennedy’s bill would keep the embargo 
in force until the President certifies to 
Congress that Cuba has agreed to settle 
claims 
for 
confiscated 
American 
property; closed its ports to Soviet 
naval vessels and cleared the island of 
Soviet agents; and agreed not to in­ 
tervene in the domestic affairs of other 
nations in this hemisphere. 
The President would also certify that 
the United States naval base at 
Guantanamo would not be disbanded 
without congressional approval. 
Castro is not likely to agree to these 
demands, and why should he, if he can 
get what he wants for nothing? 
While Castro and Communism rule 
Cuba, our embargo against that island 
nation should stand. As long as Castro 
remains a Soviet friend, let him remain 
strictly a Soviet headache. 
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Mrs. Wylie said her husband will 
remain 
hospitalized 
until 
Friday, 
adding that the surgery was successful. 
She said he had put off the surgery 
since April when the ailment was dis­ 
covered in a routine physical.

Daytonians face primary issues 
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Tuesday, M a y 27, 1975 


DAYTON, Ohio (A P ) — Dayton will 
consider giving the mayor and city 
commission their first pay raise since 
1913, the year the city charter was first 
approved, when the Daytonians vote in 
the June 3 prim ary election. 
Nine 
candidates 
w ill 
also 
seek 
nomination for two city commission 
seats in the nonpartisan race next 
November. The four top vote-getters 
will be on the November ballot. Two 
other seats for four year terms are not 
up this year. 
The pay raise issue is also tied to a 
proposal that all future replacement 
members of the Dayton City Com­ 
mission be elected rather than ap­ 
pointed, as in the past. Both issues are

in 
that 
single 
charter 
amendment. 
The pay issue would raise the salary 
of the mayor to $9,000 annually from 
$1,800. City commissioners now make 
$1,200 and would make $6,000 if the is­ 
sue is approved. 
The replacement issue is centered 
around the appointment last year of 
Michael Schierloh, 23, by the board of

Coin phone receivers altered 


To combat a recently diagnosed 
compatibility 
problem 
between 
telephone-pickup type hearing aids and 
some Ohio Bell Telephone Co. coin 
telephones, The company has begun 
modifying receivers on all newly- 
installed or replaced pay phones.

Sludge as fertilizer dangerous? 


DAYTON, Ohio (A P ) - Fear that 
farm ers’ use of sewage sludge as soil 
nutrient could result in a harvest of 
death has prompted three Dayton 
scientists to start a study of its effect on 
soil and plant life. 
The University of Dayton scientists 
note that the 
U.S. 
Environm ental 
Protection Agency has emphasized the 
danger of zinc, copper and cadmium 
and that a recent study showed traces 
of each in Dayton’s sewage. 
The two-year study will begin in Ju ly 
under a $40,000 university grant which 
matches a sim ilar federal grant. 
M ajor attention w ill be paid to 
cadmium, considered toxic in very 
small 
amounts 
and 
which 
causes 
degeneration of the central nervous 
system, 
the 
research 
directors, 
geologist 
Dr. 
Charles 
J. 
Ritter, 
physicist Dr. Richard Cothern and 
biologist Dr. E .E . Zamierowski, said. 
The elements come from industrial 
waste products, they said. 
Comparisons will be made of traces 
of the elements in leafy root vegetables 
such as radishes, spinach and carrots 
grown with the use of sludge from the 
Dayton 
system 
and 
sludge 
from 
suburban Englewood where there is no 
industry and consequently no trace 
elements. 
“ This project is another step toward 
breaking down the artificial divisions 
among the sciences,” Cothern said, 
adding that the concern with the envi­ 


ronment is creating more opportunities 
not only for scientists but humanists as 
well to pool their talents.

Central economic 
planning blasted

Thomas 
Murphy, the General Motors chairman, 
is becoming one of the most vocal 
defenders of the free enterprise system 
against what he fears is “ a growing 
distrust — if not hostility — toward 
business.” 
‘‘Profit has made General Motors, 
just as profit has made the United 
States of America,” he said earlier this 
month at a Chamber of Commerce 
meeting in Flint, Mich. 
Americans 
should 
realize, 
he 
suggested then, that it isn’t only 
business that lives on profits, but 
employes, schools, hospitals, welfare 
systems, 
police, 
fire departments, 
national 
defense, 
playgrounds, 
libraries. 
And now, he cautions, all that is at 
stake if the demands for economic 
central planning are imposed on the 
economy, and on the free choice of the 
producers and customers whose efforts 
make that economy. 
Murphy returned to the theme at the 
annual meeting Friday in Detroit, 
advising stockholders that a powerful 
and vocal ministry is disenchanted 


with the ability of the American public 
to “ direct, determine and decide for it­ 
self.” 
“The untidiness and unpredictability 
of the free market offend such people,” 
he said. “ They call it irrational, and for 
remedy 
they 
prescribe 
national 
economic planning.” 
He continued: “ We ask no favors. We 
ask only freedom from unreasonable 
regulation, an entrepreneur’s freedom 
to give the customer what he wants.” 
And that provokes some questions. 
While General Motors maintains it is 
aware of the needs of the American car 
buying public, how can one account for 
the fact that 20 per cent of the domestic 
market has been lost, temporarily at 
least, to imports? 
Although the advocates of national 
planning are a varied bunch, they are 
held together by two common con­ 
cerns: The concern over big business’ 
ability to rule lives, and the concern 
over its responsiveness to the public. 
The 
automotive 
industry, 
for 
example, not only affords a living to 
millions but, because of its cyclical 
nature, 
also 
makes 
their 
lives 
periodically insecure. Layoffs are a 
way of life.

WASHINGTON (A P) - There are 
important signs that population growth 
in many of the world’s impoverished 
countries may slow down as the result 
of what one expert sees as a new effort 
to 
implement 
family 
planning 
programs. 
Lawrence R. Kegan, president of the 
privately supported Population Crisis 
Committee, says that while no con­ 
clusions about future growth can be 
made now, it appears some biases such 
as religious or cultural taboos may be 
becoming less strict. 
Nearly all authorities on world food 
problems agree that population control 
will be required in addition to increased 
farm production if the world is to feed 
itself a generation or two from now. 
Kegan, speaking to a recent con­ 
ference sponsored by the Washington 


Journalism Center, said that since a

population 
conference 
in 
Bucharest last year, requests 
for 
financial 
assistance 
from 
United 
Nations’ funds have piled up and now 
are more than twice the $80 million 
budgeted for family planning aid. 
“ Today, every developing country in 
the world is asking for help and we 
don’t have the money,” Kegan said. 
“ It’s a complete change.” 
The Bucharest conference, he said, 
was 
the 
first 
world 
meeting 
on 
population along political lines. Earlier 
conferences, 
Kegan 
said, 
involved 
demographic discussions of statistics 
and did not attempt to deal with solving 
the problem of too many people. 
Kegan said the world press reported 
the Bucharest meeting as a failure at 
the time, an untrue assumption.

Since he came home, Cox’s mission 
has been to make sure that servicemen 
will always have a place where they 
can be memorialized. 
There has been no shortage of war 
dead to honor. Cox and two other men 
were chosen to form a committee 
which 
organized 
the 
city’s 
first 
Memorial Day program in 1920. At that 
ceremony, there were 15 Civil W ar 
veterans and 50 men from the Spanish- 
Am erican War. 
The committee also decided to mark 
the undesignated graves of Civil W ar 
and Spanish-American W ar victim s at 
Woodside Cemetery. 
“ There were about 15 or 20 unmarked 
graves,” said Cox, a postman here. 
“ You came to the cemetery hunting for 
grandpa’s grave and couldn’t find it. 
We made temporary wooden crosses to 
mark the sites. 
During World W ar II, Cox suggested 
that Ohio establish “ Little Arlingtons ’ 
in each city, for people who had lost 
someone in the war and had no place to 
bury them. 
“ I suggested we all go home and 
establish a memorial for the men—a 
place where people could bury their 
soldiers and sailors if they wanted to,” 
Cox said. 
Cox, who had helped carry the 
gravestones for the undesignated Civil 
W ar graves, 
designed the 
marble 
crosses for the World W ar II victim s— 
the name of the victim on the cross 
arm, with the service rank, date of 
birth, and place and date of death on 
the base of the stone. 
At Woodside Memorial Cemetery, 
Cox has watched caretakers prepare 
166 of his marble crosses. He estimated 
however that only 64 persons are ac­ 
tually buried here. 
“ A lot of the men were never found 
during 
the w ar,” 
Cox 
said. 
“ My 
greatest pride is in knowing we have 
provided a place for the next of kin to 
come 
and 
place 
flowers 
and 
memorialize the dead.”

D A R E S SALAAM , Tanzania (A P ) — 
U.S. Ambassador Beverly Carter says 
he has hopes 
that two American 
students and a young Dutch woman 
held by guerrillas in Zaire will be re­ 
leased despite the Tanzanian govern­ 
ment’s refusal to meet the kidnapers’ 
demands. 
Guerrillas of the Marxist Popular 
Revolutionary 
party 
threatened 
to 
shoot the three hostages unless the 
Tanzanian government within 60 days 
paid them $460,000, freed a number of 
the party’s leaders held in Tanzanian 
jails and handed over hundreds of rifles 
and cannon and thousands of rounds of 
ammunition. 
“ Tanzania w ill not be blackm ailed,” 
said President Julius Nyerere’s press 
secretary after a cabinet meeting. 
“ The Tanzanian government flatly re­ 
jects all of the demands. Now we must 
w ait.” 
He said this was the “ final govern­ 
ment statement on the m atter.” 
Carter after a meeting with Nyerere 
told newsmen: “ We are not without 
hope that a resolution of the problem 
can free the remaining students.” He 
said he was not sure what the U.S. or 
Tanzanian government’s next steps 
would be.

O’Neill’s “A Moon for the Misbegotten” 
is on ABC-TV tonight. It’s a brilliant 
show, but we warn that it’s a shade 
gloomy and may leave you depressed. 
So take precautions. 
Brew a nice pot of tea, invite over 
your most loyal friends and hire an 
Irish tenor with no demons in his head 
to sing “I’m Off to Dublin in the Green” 
during the commercial breaks. 
That’ll gird you for 2^ hours of 
strong drama about tortured love, 
drinking, deception and three-way guilt 
on a seedy Connecticut farm owned by 
a tormented, alcoholic Broadway has­ 
been and run by a rundown old Irish­ 
man and his slatternly, heavy-set 
daughter. 
Jason Robards as the actor, Ed 
Flanders as the Irishman and Colleen 
Dewhurst as the daughter each turn in 
superb performances in this original- 
cast reprise of the play’s 1973 revival on 
Broadway. 
The drama centers with considerable 
anguish on the possibility actor Jim 
Tyrone (Robards) will sell the farm on 
which 
impoverished 
Phil 
Hogan 
(Flanders) and his daughter Josie 
(Miss Dewhurst) live. 
They’re way behind in rent, Tryone is 
low on funds, and the prissy, well-to-do 
owner of a neighboring farm is willing 
to pay $10,000 for Tyrone’s turf just to 
get the slovenly Hogans off it. 
To complicate matters, the boozy, 
world-weary actor is a friend of the 
Hogans. And Josie insists on claiming 
she s made love with all the lads in the 
neighborhood, 
which 
surprisingly 
dismays the thespian, a veteran and 
wanton wencher. 
Despite her brazen talk and coarse 
ways, he sees in her only virginal in­ 
nocence and beauty. And in her fashion 
she’s sweet on him, as they say. She 
knows he’s in misery. 
Despite this, she and her father hatch 
a plot to keep the farm. 
He’ll take Tyrone to town and get him 
drunk. After that, she’ll seduce the 
actor. Then Old Dad will arrive at dawn 
with witnesses, find the two in bed and, 
as he puts it, “I raise the roof and 
threaten him if headon’! marry you.” 
It’s a wee bit more complex than 
that, of course, and viewers who’ve 
never seen the play will soon learn that 
Things Aren’t What They Seem to Be in 
the course of this poetically written 
view of sad and sorry lives.

Guess situations may per­ 
plex, confound and bewilder 
players from time to time, but if 
you know anyone who guesses 
right a high percentage of the 
time, rest assured that it’s not 
just luck. The chances are that 
the guy knows what he’s doing. 


Take this case where West 
leads a spade. South wins with 
the jack, draws two rounds of 
trum ps, cashes two more 
spades, and exits with a heart to 


force the opponents to lead 
diamonds. 
Let’s say East wins the first 
heart with the ten and the 
second one with the king. He 
must return a diamond, for 
otherwise declarer gets a ruff 
and discard and makes the 
hand. 
South now has a crucial 
decision to make on the low 
diamond return. He must guess 
whether to play the ten or the 
queen. If he guesses right, he 
makes the contract; 
if he 
guesses wrong, he goes down. 
If declarer thinks East has 
the jack and West the king, he 
plays the ten. If he thinks East 
has the king and West the jack, 
he plays the queen. (If either 
defender has both honors, 
declarer’s play does not mat­ 
ter.) 
South is not faced with a 
really difficult guess if he is on 
the ball. He should play the ten. 
Playing the ten is simply a 
m atter of logic. 
D eclarer 
assumes that if East had the 
king of diamonds, the defenders 
would have arranged for West 
to win the second round of 
hearts and lead a diamond. 
Since they failed to do so, it 
follows that West must have the 
king. Once declarer reaches 
this stage in his reasoning, he 
cannot gain by playing the 
queen. He plays the ten and 
hopes for the best.

THE BETTER HALF

For three hundred 
y e a r s 
t h o s e 
notebooks remained 
secret, until 
1779

published, and what do you know; 
Leonardo da Vinci had diagramed and 
described the camera there in his 
notes. From the fourteen hundreds up 
to 
the 
present, 
the 
cam era, 
photography, and the art involved has 
fascinated thousands of people who 
have been victims of the bug. Now I 
speak here of photographers, 
not 
camera owners. There’s one thii^ you 
gotta get straight right now: Better 
than 95 per cent of the people who own 
quality cameras are not photographers 
by any stretch of the imagination. 
They’re just num-nums who use a 
quality camera to shoot snap shots that 
could just as well be made with a low- 
priced Instamatic. Don’t knock it, 
having the fine camera around their 
neck gives them prestige, and their 
purchase keeps the price of the good 
stuff down where the photo artist can 
afford it. Some of these folks will feel 
the bite of the bug and will learn to use 
their camera to make great pix. TTiey’ll 
join the inner circle of lensmen that use 
the camera creatively. Bless them. The 
reward is beyond description. 
The thing that really turns me on is 
seeing these people develop into 
creative artists. I get the biggest kick 
out of seeing these cameramen learn to 
see beauty, and then learn to get it on 
film. That’s all there is to it: see beauty 
and capture it with the camera. Sound 
simple? Believe me, dad, it’s that 
simple — and then again, it isn’t. The 
science of photography you can teach; 
the art you can only see develop as the 
beginner develops his skill and feels the 
thrill of using the skill creatively. 
There’s one thing for sure: you simply 
must have complete control of the 
science of photography to find if you 
have the flame of creativity. If you 
never learn to use your equipment 
you'll never know if you have the 
potential.

Five hurt in rural auto crash 


A young 
New 
Holland man is 
presently listed in fair condition at 
Fayette Memorial Hospital, suffering 
from injuries sustained in a one-car 
accident Monday afternoon, which also 
resulted in the injury of his four 
passengers and the demolishment of 
his auto.
